WornliiK of Danger 


A device that gives warning and stops 


the machinery when any belt or ropt. is 
about to break Is now being used In a 
number of Idaho mines, says the Illus- 
trated World. 
If continued use proves 


It to be satisfactory the device is ex- 
pected to find a place as part oi the 
safety equipment on all belt or rope- 
driven machinery. 


The device Is able to detect accidents 


before they occur because of the fact 
that the breaking cable always 'starts 
Jirst with parts of a worn strand, and 
in tho case of a. belt with parting of the 
lacing. 
The device detects tiie loose 


strand or lacing by means of a delicate 
feeler rod of thin wire suppoiled from 
a pivoted bar in such a way that only 
a narrow space intervenes between the 
feeler rod or wire and the whirring 
rope or belt drive. 
As the strand or 


lacing unravels it hits the feeler wire, 
and the wire tilts the delicately bal- 
anced bar upon which it is supported. 
Tilting 
the 
bar 
starts 
the 
safety 


mechanism. 


Tills bar has at Us end a hook which 


normally is engaged with a notch in a 
cam roller, and when the bar tilts the 
hook Is withdrawn from the cam roller. 
The roller Is equipped with a weight 
suspended from it by a cord. When the 
roller is released the cord unwinds and 
the weight drops into a glass cage, 
where it is caught and falls between 
t«o metal bands arranged in n V-rela- 
tlon. but having their ends spaced 
little apart. These bands are the ter- 
minals of an electric circuit and -thu 
wel.sh,t, when It is caught, completes 
the circuit. A warning bell operated by 
the electric circuit is rung.

known as the 
waterways commission 


has addressed another letter to Mayor 
O'Donnell. in which a plan is outlined 
for Improving the swanipy land drained 
by Bale's brook between the Chelmsford 
Street hospital and Cambridge street.

The assessed value 
of the land and one or two buildings 
thereon is $8345. 
Upon condemnation, 


the city engineer should tip. instructed 
to survey and stake tbe same for the 
purpose "of straightening

channel: tho deep bos holes, now a 
menace lo children crossing this swamp, 
should then be filled In and the gradual 
filling in of the swamp area begun by 
Ihe ashes collected by tho, health de- 
partment.

Rio Grande, directly opposite El Paso, 
Texas, and 1223 miles north of Mex- 
co City, the very name of the city of 
narez suggests noteworthy events In 
ho history of the southern republic, 
and the conferences which have been 


eld there recently by the represent- 


atives of the military forces of both 
he American 
and Mexican govcrn- 


tients add another interesting chapter 
0 the community's annals.

A device that gives warning and stops 


the machinery when any belt or rope Is 
about to break is now being used in a 
number of Idaho mines, says the Illus- 
trated World. If continued use proves 
It to be satisfactory the device Is ex- 
pected to flnd a place us part of the 
safety equipment on all belt or rope- 
driven machinery. 


The device is able to detect accidents 


before they occur because of the fact 
that the breaking cable always starts 
first with parts of a worn strand, and 
in the cast: o£ a belt with parting of the 
lacing. 
The device detects the loose 


strand or lacing by means of a delicate 
feeler rod of thin wire suppoiled from 
a pivoted bar In such a way that only 
a narrow space Intervenes betr/een the 


and the whirring 
As the strand 'or 


lacing unravels it hits the feeler xvire, 
flnd the wire tilts the delicately bal- 
anced bar upon which it Is supported. 
Tilting 
the bar starts the 
safety 


mechanism. 


Tills bar has at its end a hook which 


normally Is engaged with a nulch hi a 
cam roller, and when the bar tiUs the 
hook is withdrawn from the cam roller. 
The roller is equipped with A weight 
suspended from It by a cord. "When the 
roller is released the cord unwinds and 
the weight drops into a glass cage, 
where it is caught and falls between 
t«o metal bands arranged in a V-rela- 
tion, but having their ends spaced a 
little apart. These bands are the ter- 
minals of an electric circuit and the 
weight, when it is caught, completes 
the circuit. A warning bell operated by 
the eledtrk circuit is rung.

Culdad Juarez, the scene of tho reoent 
momentous meeting' between General 
Obregon, minister of war In the Car- 
ranza cabin6t, 
and Major Generals 


Scott and Funston, is the subject of 
today's war geography bulletin, Is- 
sued by the National Geographic So- 
ciety from its Washington headquar- 
ters, which says: 


"Situated on tho right bank of the 


Rio Grande, directly opposite El Paso, 
Texas, and 1223 miles north of Mex- 
ico City, the very name of the city of 
Juarez suggests noteworthy events In 
the history of the southern republic, 
and tho conferences which have been 
held there recently by the represent- 
atives of tho military forces of both 
the American 
and Mexican govern- 


ments add another interesting chapter 
to tho community's annals. 


"For 
more than 200 years Juarez 


was known as F,l Paso dot Norto (the 
pass of the Xorth.) 
and It was not 


until 1SS5 that the city was renamed 
in honor of one of Mexico's greatest 
statesmen and patriots.

;ind the nationalists had the power 
iut not the responsibility. 


"Certainly since the coalition gov- 


irnment was instituted." said Mr. Red- 
nond, "I had no power in the gov- 
irnment of Ireland. My opinions have 
>een over-borne and' my suggestions 
•ejected. It is my profound convic- 
ion that if we had had power and 
responsibility during the last years

vould never have arisen." 


Mr. Redmond proceeded to declare 


I unfair to leave the impression that 
reland had not done well in recruit- 
ng. ' She had more than 150,000 men 
now with the colors, men who had 
displayed bravery and covered them- 
selves with glory, said the nationalist 
leader. 
He opposed conscription for 


reland because he believed compul- 
sion the worst possible way to get 
men in Ireland and after recent events

would be insane to attempt to force 
conscription, and it would be a fearful 
responsibility, if. in Ihe face of this 
deliberate opinion, Ulster men should 
persist in the attempt to force con- 
scription upon Ireland.

Wam'Iiie of Danger 


A device that gives warning and stops 


the machinery when any belt or root is 
about to break is now being used in a 
number of Idaho mines, says the Illus- 
trated World. If continued use proves 
It to oe satisfactory the device is ex- 
pected to find a place as part of the 
safety equipment on all belt or rope- 
driven machinery. 


The device is able to detect accidents 


before they occur because o£ the fact 
that the breaking cable always starts 
first with parts of a worn strand, and 
in the case of a belt with parting of the 
lacing. 
The device detects the loose 


strand or lacing by means of a delicate 
feeler rod of thin wire suppoited from 
a pivoted bar In such a way that only 
a narrow space Intervenes between the 
feeler rod or wire and the whirring 
rope or belt drive. 
As the strand or 


lacing unravels it hits the feeler wire, 
and tht wire tilts the delicately bal- 
anced bar upon which it is supported.

bar starts 
the , safety 


mechanism. 


This bar has at Its end a hook which 


normally is engaged with a notch In a 
cam roller, and when the bar tilts llic 
hook Is withdrawn from the cam roller.

When the 
roller is released the cord unwinds and 
the weight drops into a glass cage, 
where it Is caught and falls between

"Situated on the right hank of the 


Rio Grande, directly opposite El Paso, 
Texas, and 1223 miles north of Mex- 
ico City, tho very name of tho city of 
Juarez suggests noteworthy events in 
the history o£ the southern republic, 
and the conferences which havo been 
held there recently by the represent- 
atives of the military forces of both 
the American 
and Mexican govern-

to the community's annals.
